CALIFORNIA RACING. 

Mr. J. W. Brooka, Racing Secretary of the 
MnliforDla Jockey Clnb, writes as followa con- 
•nmiug the racing that is to take place next 
iali and winter over the San Francisco tracks: 

“The coming racing aeasou of 4I90I-02 will be 
given under the anapicee of the new California 
Joekey Clnb. There are many reaaona why tha 
eoBsing season should be a moat aaccaasfnl one, 
heeanae tha intereat of all lovers of the sport 
at kings will be concentrated under this one 
■Mtng banner. 

**Eirst of all there is the new California 
Jockey Clnb, with its capital stock of $1,000,000, 
at Hhioh three-fourtbe is owned by Mr. Thomas 



H. Williams, Jr.. Colonel D. M. Bums, Clerenee 
P. Waterhonse and othar members of the old 
Galifornia Jockey Clnb, while the other qnar - 
ter of the stock of $250,000 is owned by some of 
the most prominent hnsiness men of San Fran- 
cisco, Oakland, Saeramento and Los Angeles. 

“The next reason is that the horsemen will 
be nnitad, as they mast work for the interest of 
the owners of the track so aa to enable them to 
offer large parses and greater indncements for 
horsemen to come from all sections of the 
country. 

“Good horaea can no longer dodge each other 
by waiting through one meeting to race at an- 
other. This alone will insure many high clase 
races and will be of great benefit toltbe betting 
fraternity, as horses cannot race badly at ona 
track and well at another, as has been the case, 
without official action being taken. 

“Another innovation for the good of all is tha 
employment of two of the greatest starters in 
America, Messrs. Dwyer and Holtman, who will 
officiate alternately daring the season. This 
will also enable the bandicapper to secure far 
batter and more evenly balanced fields than 
when the racing aaaociationa were in existence, 
as horsemen when diasatiafied with the weights 
cannot keep their horeea in the stable waiting 
to see what would be allowed them by the hand- 
icapper of the other association. They must 
run to show the bandicapper if they have been 
treated too harshly and others too leniently, aa 
the reault of the rase is the only real way to 
demonstrate who ia right or who is wrong. 

“Another reason advantageous to all is that 
the racing will continne at the separate tracks 
for a period longer by two weeks than formerly. 
In this way owners will be saved many dollars 
in transportation. The aeason will open at 
Tanforan November 2, at a time of tbe year 
when the weather is pleasant, and finish upon 
the Oakland course, where it is always mild. 

“This new clnb will offer in stakes and parses 
for the 151 days beginning November 2d and 
ending May ISth about $375,000. There will be 
twenty-five stake events set for tbe Saturday of 
each week. There will be specials and handi- 
caps of from $.>00 to $1,000 in value for each 
Tbarsdsy. The Burns handicap of $10,C00 will 
still be the featu'e of tke seaeou. Tbe nine new 
stakes that have been made in addition to tbe 
I sixteen old ones have been so arranged as to 
bring tbe best horses of all ages and at all dis- 
tances together. 

“Owing to tbe large 'amoant of racing given 
by tbe State Agricultural Association this sea- 
son, beginning at Sacramento with twelve days 
from September 2 to September 14, inclaslve; 
then the Oakland Racing Association of Ala- 
meda county, with eight days at the Oakland 
track, beginning September 16 and ending Sep- 
tember 24; and then Los Angelas for thirteen 
days, September 28 to October 12, iuclasiyr, 
there will be from 500 to 600 good horssa fully 
prepared to participate at the very beginning 
of tha regular meeting. 

“This should enable the new California 
Jockey Club to offer to its patrons high claea 
racing each day of tbe entire season,”
